Mayor Peter Kelly said the 
words former residents of 
Africviiie have no doubt 
been waiting 50 years to 
hear: “We apologize.” 

In front of a crowd of 
about 200 at the Gottingen 
Street YMCA yesterday, Kel¬ 
ly offered a formal apology 
on behalf of HRM and coun¬ 
cil for the destruction of the 
black settlement 
in Halifax’s north 
end from the 
1960s. 

“You lost your 
houses, your 
church, all of the 
places where you 
gathered with 
family and 

friends to mark

your lives,” Kelly 
told the crowd 
from a prepared statement. 

“For all that, we apologize.” 

Brenda Steed-Ross, a for¬ 
mer resident of Africviiie 
and the founder of the 
Africviiie Genealogy Socie¬ 
ty, was moved to tears dur¬ 
ing the apology. Others in 
the crowd smiled through 
misty eyes, glad to finally 
hear the words. 

“To see the mayor admit 
to this wrongdoing, it’s glo¬ 
rious,” said Bette Skinner, 
who was married to an 
Africviiie resident. “There’s 
a lot of emotions going 
around here today.” 


Kelly also announced de¬ 
tails of the deal reached be¬ 
tween HRM and the society. 
The municipality will pro¬ 
vide $ 3-million to help re¬ 
build the Seaview United 
Baptist Ghurch and 2.5 
acres of land for the project 
on the former Africviiie site. 

“Our histoiy cannot be 
rewritten but, thankfully, 
the future is a blank page,” 
Kelly said from his state¬ 
ment. “Starting today, we 
hold the pen with which we 
can write a 
shared tomor¬ 
row.” 

But not every¬ 
body in atten¬ 
dance was happy. 

A group at the 
back of the room 
chanted “shame” 
when society 
president Irvine 
Garveiy took the 
podium. Spo¬ 
radic shouts for a 
public inquiry and individ¬ 
ual compensation were 
heard during Kelly’s 
speech. 

Some former residents 
have been vocal in their op¬ 
position of the deal, claim¬ 
ing the vote to accept it Sat¬ 
urday was illegitimate, and 
even in conflict with the 
law. 

“I beg to differ,” Garvery 
told reporters. “I can’t com¬ 
ment on what people are 
sa 5 dng ... (But) this was a 
meeting to bring forward 
the offer from HRM to the 
people of Africviiie.”

Become a FAN at facebook.com/metrohalifax 


Murder sentence 
put on delay for 
ex-hockey star 

ALBERTA There will be a de¬ 
lay before a former 
Dartmouth hockey star is 
sentenced for killing a 
woman in central Alberta. 

Brett Jones pleaded 
guilty to second-degree 
murder in the death last 
winter of Teagan Klein in 
her Red Deer home. 

A judge granted the de¬ 
lay so Jones can undergo a 
psychiatric examination. 

Jones, who was living in

killed the 
single 
mother 
with a gar¬ 
den tool.

Jones, 20, is to be 
sentenced on April 30.

Africville deal nets millions 

Church reconstruction, creation of new department planned

While the apology to for¬ 
mer Africville residents 
may have been the main 
focus yesterday, Mayor Pe¬ 
ter Kelly also revealed de¬ 
tails of the deal struck be¬ 
tween HRM and the 
Africville Genealogy Socie¬ 
ty. 

HRM will contribute $3 
million toward the recon¬ 
struction and operation of 
the Seaview United Baptist 
Church. The municipality 
will also give 2.5 acres of 
land at Seaview Park, the 
former location of 
Africville, for the project. 

In addition, HRM will es¬ 
tablish an African Nova 
Scotia Affairs function, 
with the intention of bet¬ 
ter serving the municipali¬ 
ty’s African-Nova Scotian 
community. According to 
HRM officials, planning 
and consultations as to 
what that function will 
look like begin this year. 

Phase 1 of the project 
will include the replica of 
the church, as well as ex¬ 
hibits in the church. Phase 
2 is the construction of an 
interpretive centre for ex¬ 
hibits and educational ac¬ 
tivities. 

“We know that there is 
nothing we can do or say 
that will undo the past,” 
Kelly said. “But the agree¬ 
ment we are announcing 
today begins a new chapter 
in the community of 
Africville.”

Premier Darrell Dexter 

African-Nova Scotian Af¬ 
fairs Minister Percy Paris 
announced the provincial 
government will con¬ 


tribute $1.5 million over 
three years to the project. 

“Far too many members 
of Nova Scotia’s youth only 
know Africville as a park to 
walk a dog,” said Paris, re¬ 
ferring to the off-leash dog 
area at Seaview Park. “That 
will change.” 

The provincial contribu¬ 
tion will go toward the 
capital costs of the inter¬ 
pretive centre and the re¬ 
building of the church. 


“This is the recognition 
of the rightful place of 
Africville in the histoiy of 
this province and, of 
course, in the histoiy of 
this city,” said Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter. “All Nova Sco¬ 
tians should be proud of 
being part of that.” 

Defense Minister Peter 
MacKay announced Sun¬ 
day the federal govern¬ 
ment will also contribute 
$250,000 to the project.

Mood tense at hearing over cross-burning

Emotions ran high on 
both sides as two men ac¬ 
cused of burning a cross 
on an interracial couple's 
lawn were denied bail 
yesterday. 

Police arrested brothers 
Justin Rehberg, 19, and 
Nathan Rehberg, 20, earlier 
in the day. The Avondale, 
Hants Co., natives are sec¬ 
ond cousins of one of the 
victims, Michelle Lyon. 

Lyon, who is white, and 
her fiance, Shayne Howe, 
who is black, discovered a 
two-metre-high cross 
burning on their yard ear¬ 
ly Sunday. 

Lyon said she didn’t 
know the accused personal¬ 
ly. “It’s appalling to think 
someone from our family 
of that name could disgrace 
such a good name,” she 
told reporters. 

“For two people to think 
so backwards and destroy 
that reputation is very 
hurtful.” 

The Rehbergs are 
charged with mischief, ut¬ 
tering threats and public in¬ 
citement of hatred. During 
a bail hearing in Kentville 
court yesterday the thin, 
short-haired brothers 
looked visibly distressed. In 
particular Nathan at times 
shook back and forth and

Accused in manslaughter case remanded to Burnside until March 


Woman linked to murder case 
given house arrest, probation 


COURT A 28-year-old man 
charged with manslaugh¬ 
ter in the stabbing death of 
a Halifax man will be stay¬ 
ing in jail until his next 
court appearance. 

Michael Rae Ells, also of 
Halifax, appeared yesterday 
at Halifax provincial court, 
with the judge setting a bail 
hearing for March 2. He has 
been remanded to the 
Burnside jail. 

Ells was charged with 
manslaughter Tuesday in 
the death of 48-year-old 
Robert Douglas Payne, who 
was found earlier that day

CONCORDIA The agenq^ in¬ 
vestigating the sinking of a 
Nova Scotia tall ship will ze¬ 
ro in on any safety deficien¬ 
cies on board and whether 
the Brazilian navy was 
right to wait roughly 20 
hours before sending out 
an aircrafl: to search for the 
vessel. 

Chris Sawyer of the Bar¬ 
bados Maritime Central 
Ship Registiy, which is lead¬ 
ing the probe, said officials 
plan to take statements 
from the Concordia’s cap¬ 
tain, first mate and second 
mate tomorrow. 

Sawyer said investigators 
want to know the 
condition of the three- 
masted barquentine before 
it sank, what the crew was 
doing, the weather and 
how people reacted when 
they realized the 57-metre 
ship was in trouble. 

The Lunenburg-based 
ship, a “floating school” 
canying 64 students and 
staff, went down in rough 
seas about 500 kilometres 
off the Brazilian coast last 
Wednesday. Everyone sur¬ 
vived and no one suffered 
serious injuries.

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Daewoo set 
to resurrect 
Trenton plant 

PLANS Almost three years 
since it was closed, the for¬ 
mer TrentonWorks railcar 
plant is on the verge of be¬ 
ing resurrected by South 
Korean manufacturing gi¬ 
ant Daewoo. 

The company plans to 
build components for wind 
turbines at the sprawling 
seven-hectare factoiy in 
Trenton, Anna Sawinska, 
business development 
manager for Daewoo Ship¬ 
building and Marine Engi¬ 
neering Co. Ltd., confirmed 
in an interview with The 
Canadian Press. 

Sawinska said talks were 
continuing with federal 
and provincial government 
officials but a final deal has 
not yet been signed. 

Asked if the company 
plans to build turbine com¬ 
ponents at the plant, Saw¬ 
inska replied: “There is a 
plan like that. We are still 
in conversation with the 
government, however, we 
are preparing something 
veiy soon.” 

She added that plans are 
being made to release 
details in Nova Scotia on 
March 5 once an agreement 
is reached. 

Sawinska said Daewoo 
was aware of the impact a 
potential deal would have 
in Pictou County. 

Three sources with 
knowledge of the 
announcement said it could 
ultimately mean hundreds 
of jobs at the former railcar 
plant, which was closed by 
Oregon-based Greenbrier 
Inc. in April 2007. 

One source said the plant 
could manufacture rotor 
blades and support stands 
for wind turbines.

Teacher hailed as a hero 

Educator tackled gunman in Colorado school parking lot 


A gunman walked 
through a middle school 
parking lot taking shots at 
students with a hunting ri¬ 
fle, wounding two 
students, as terrified 
teenagers ran for their 
lives, before a teacher 
tackled him. 

Littleton, Colo., police 
said they aren’t immediate¬ 
ly sure about what motivat¬ 
ed 32-year-old Bruco Strong 
Eagle Eastwood to allegedly 
target Deer Creek Middle 
School just after classes 
had ended Tuesday. East- 
wood has an arrest record 
in Colorado dating back to 
1996 for menacing, assault, 
domestic violence and driv¬ 


ing under the influence, 
and he is believed to have a 
history of mental issues. 
The sheriff’s office says 
Eastwood is a former stu¬ 
dent of the school. The 
gunman seemed ready to 
unleash more violence 
when a math teacher 
named David Benke spnmg 
into action. 

Benke confronted the 
gunman, tackled him and 
pinned him to the ground 
with the help of another 
teacher, stopping what 
could have been a much 
more violent encounter in 
a city all too familiar with 
tragic school shootings.

another round off before I 
could grab him,” Benke 
said.

The two students sur¬ 
vived Tuesday’s shooting 


and one remained hospital¬ 
ized.

day morning, and his ac¬ 
tions were discussed on the 
floor of the state Senate. 

Benke, a six-foot-five for¬ 
mer college basketball 
player who oversees the 
school's track team, was 
monitoring the parking lot 
in the afternoon when he 
heard what he thought was 
a firecracker and began 
walking toward the noise. 
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FLORIDA A killer whale at¬ 
tacked and killed a trainer 
in front of a horrified audi¬ 
ence at an Orlando Sea- 
World show yesterday, with 
witnesses saying the animal 
involved in two previous 
deaths dragged her imder 
and thrashed her around vi¬ 
olently.

Man acquitted in 
1998 bombing 

NORTHERN IRELAND The Only 
man ever convicted of 
involvement in a 1998 car- 
bomb slaughter in Omagh 
was acquitted yesterday in 
a retrial judgment that an¬ 
gered the survivors of 
Northern Ireland’s 
deadhest blast.

Nobody has been 
successfully prosecuted 
for the Aug. 15,1998, 
attack by the Real IRA 
splinter group in the heart 
of the town of Omagh, 
which killed 29 people. 
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Hamas leader’s son: I spied for Israel 


MIDDLE EAST Claims by the 
son of a Hamas founder yes¬ 
terday that he was a long¬ 
term spy for Israel exposed 
a new side of the Islamic 
militant group’s vulnerabili¬ 
ty and punched a hole in its 
meticulously groomed im¬ 
age of secrecy and disci¬ 
pline. 

The spy affair comes at a 
time when Hamas is still 
reeling from suspicions that 
Hamas informants helped 
Israel assassinate a top 
Hamas operative in a Dubai 
hotel. The back-to-back 


scandals were sure to leave 
Hamas leaders fearful of 
their own and ever more 
painfully aware of how ca¬ 
pable Israel is of reaching 
the inner circles of their or¬ 
ganization. 

At the centre of the latest 
affair is 32-year-old Mosab 
Yousef, a son of Sheik Has- 
san Yousef, a Hamas 
founder serving a six-year 
term in an Israeli prison. 

Hamas, which overran 
the Gaza Strip in 2007, dis¬ 
missed the younger 
Yousef’s claims as a lie and 


said they were part of an Is¬ 
raeli attempt to weaken the 
movement. However, the 
man’s father did not rule 
out that his son was an in¬ 
former, contending he was 
blackmailed by Israeli 
agents as a teen. 

The Israeli Haaretz daily 
reported yesterday that 
Mosab Yousef provided in¬ 
telligence to Israel’s Shin 
Bet security service for 
more than a decade, pre¬ 
venting dozens of Hamas at¬ 
tacks against Israelis, in¬ 
cluding suicide bombings.

Toyota boss sorry 
for safety problems 

Toyoda testifies at U.S. Congress meeting 


Toyota CEO Akio Toyoda 
apologized yesterday to 
the U.S. Congress — and 
millions of American Toy¬ 
ota owners — for safety 
lapses that led to deaths 
and widespread recalls for 
accelerator and braking 
failures. But he disputed 
claims by some safety ex¬ 
perts that the cars’ 
electronic throttles might 
be at fault. 

“Fin deeply soriy for any 
accident that Toyota drivers 
have experienced,” said the 
grandson of the founder of 
the world’s largest au¬ 
tomaker. 

Amid a phalanx of cam¬ 
eras, Toyoda, dressed in a 
dark suit, stood before the 
House Oversight and Gov-

emment Reform Commit¬ 
tee, raised his right hand 
and promised to tell the 
truth.

“We’re very impressed 
with that. It shows your 
commitment to safety as 


well,” Towns said. 

Toyoda pledged his com¬ 
pany would change the way 
it handles consumer com¬ 
plaints, including seeking 
greater input from drivers 
and outside safety experts 
when considering recalls.

REAL ESTATE Canada’s hous¬ 
ing market is in tight sup¬ 
ply after a surge in activity 
during January, a tradition¬ 
ally slow month for the in- 
dustiy, says real-estate gi¬ 
ant Re/Max. 

The sales organization 
said yesterday that in most 
of the 16 major markets 
tracked by the organiza¬ 
tion there was an unusual¬ 
ly strong amount of activi¬ 
ty, motivated by a series of 
external factors. 

The uptick was felt in 
87.5 per cent of the mar¬ 
kets surveyed, while the av¬ 
erage home price appreci¬ 
ated 81 per cent, it found 
in a survey. 

Home buyers have en¬ 
tered the market amid ex¬ 
pectations of higher inter¬ 
est rates and tighter lend¬ 


ing, as well as the introduc¬ 
tion of Harmonized Sales 
Tax in British Columbia 
and Ontario, Re/Max said. 

“Affordability is the cata¬ 
lyst for the vast majority of 
purchasers in today’s hous¬ 
ing market,” said Elton 
Ash, the executive vice- 
president of Re/Max in 
Western Canada. 

“While home ownership 
is still within reach in 
many major centres, levels 
are slipping. There is a 
growing sense, on both 
sides of the fence, that the 
time to act is now.” 

Toronto is being affected 
the most, with a 41 per 
cent decline in active home 
listings. Ottawa is down 
about 30 per cent, the sur¬ 
vey said.

Many women have been left behind 



Speaking 


We’ve come a long way — 
maybe. 

Reports released in the 
last week suggest women’s 
economic progress in 
Canada has stalled. The 
high-profile successes of 
some prominent, predomi¬ 
nantly white, professional 
women may have obscured 
the broader trends. While 
some of us have moved for¬ 
ward, many have been left 
behind. 

A report to the UN on 
the Status of Canadian 
Women in Canada docu¬ 
ments “systemic erosion” 
of women’s position in re¬ 


cent years. In 2006, Canada 
was 14th among 115 coun¬ 
tries in the World Forum’s 
gender gap index, but by 
2009 we had slipped to 
25th. Citing Stats Canada, 
the report notes that the 
wage gap between men 
and women steadily de¬ 
clined for three decades 
and then stagnated in 
2000. Women employed 
full time earned 75 per 
cent of what men earned 
in 1980, rising to 79 per 
cent in 1990 and 85 per 
cent in 2000 and stuck 
there in spite of a steady 
increase in the proportion 
of women graduating from 
university. 

While these trends are 
troubling, the gaps for visi¬ 
ble minority, aboriginal 
and disabled women are 
simply appalling. In addi¬ 
tion, more than one-third 
of Canadian single moth¬ 
ers live below the poverty 


line at the same time that 
the advancement of 
women is being touted as a 
centrepiece in our interna¬ 
tional development strate¬ 
gies. 

Another study by the 
Canadian Association of 
University Teachers (CAUT) 
shows that while the pro¬ 
portion of female faculty 
and senior administrators 
has increased, women earn 
82 per cent of their male 
counterparts, a difference 
not explained by differ¬ 
ences in education or expe¬ 
rience. 

In many circles, femi¬ 
nism, the forbidden “F” 
word, is considered passe. 
The closing of 75 per cent 
of our Status of Women of¬ 
fices across the countiy oc¬ 
curred not with a bang but 
a whimper. Many profes¬ 
sional women are satisfied 
enough with their progress 
not to make waves and 


many young women do 
not see the problems, at 
least not until they get into 
the workplace (if my 
daughter’s experience is 
any indication). 

I began my career 
decades ago surrounded by 
less qualified men earning 
more than me in offices 
decorated with scantily 
clad women and seeped in 
sexist banter. Certainly I 
would agree that we have 
come a long way — the 
scantily clad women and 
sexist banter are mostly 
gone. But while the wage 
gap has diminished it has 
not disappeared and if the 
patterns outlined in these 
reports persist, the 
progress we have made 
may be in jeopardy.

Agencies agree to collect 
more precise climate data 


Allegations 


World weather agencies 
have agreed to collect 
more precise temperature 
data to improve climate 
change science, officials 
said yesterday, as UN Secre¬ 
tary-General 
Ban Ki-moon 
urged envi¬ 
ronment 
ministers to 
reject efforts 
by skeptics to 
derail a glob¬ 
al climate 
deal. 

Britain’s 

Met Office proposed that 
climate scientists around 
the world undertake the 
“grand challenge” of meas¬ 
uring land surface temper¬ 
atures as often as several 
times a day, and allow in¬ 
dependent scrutiny of the 
data — a move that would 
go some way toward an¬ 
swering demands by skep¬ 
tics for access to the raw 
figures used to predict cli¬ 
mate change. 

“This effort will ensure 
that the datasets are com¬ 
pletely robust and that all 
methods are transparent,” 
the Met Office said. The 
agency added that “any

such analysis does not un¬ 
dermine the existing inde¬ 
pendent datasets that all 
reflect a warming trend.”

Meteorologi¬ 
cal Organiza¬ 
tion this 
week in An¬ 
talya, Turkey. 
It comes af¬ 
ter emails stolen from a 
British university and sev¬ 
eral mistakes made in a 
2007 report issued by the 
UN-affiliated Intergovern¬ 
mental Panel on Climate 
Change prompted public 
debate over the reliability 
of climate change predic¬ 
tions. 

Ban Ki-moon urged envi¬ 
ronment ministers meet¬ 
ing in Bali, Indonesia, yes¬ 
terday to reject attempts 
by skeptics to undermine 
efforts to forge a climate 
change deal, saying global 
warming poses “a clear 
and present danger.”

Canadians rock 
Russian squad 


Team Canada sent Russia 
packing from the Olympic 
men's hockey tournament 
yesterday with a stunning 
7-3 victory that showed 
the home team is back in 
high gear and firing on all 
cylinders. 

Next up comes the win¬ 
ner of a Sweden-Slovakia 
quarter-final, which was 
played late last night. The 
semifinal goes Friday. 

This was the kind of 
Canadian hockey that fans 
had been yearning for since 
executive director Steve Yz- 
erman named his team in 
December — a physical, re¬ 
lentless attack combined 
with speed and skill. 

After a slow start to the 
tournament, Yzerman 
calmly reassured the nation 
it was coming. His team de¬ 
livered on the promise by 
dispatching Germany and 
Russia on back-to-back days 
by a combined score of 15-5. 

The win over Russia was 
especially satisfying for an¬ 
other jam-packed house at 
Canada Hockey Place. There 
were quite a few Russian 
flags among the throng of 
red-and-white Canadian jer¬ 
seys, but many of them

were packed up and put 
away by the time the third 
period started. 

At that point, Canada had 
already chased Russian 
goaltender Evgeni Nabokov 
and built a 7-3 lead in one 
of the most lopsided games 
the teams have played in re¬ 
cent memoiy. 

“We wanted to play with 
an edge, and we wanted to 
grind their (defence),” said 
Canadian forward Corey 
Perry. “Play physical, that’s 
how we’re built. Play a skat¬ 
ing game, and you don’t 
back down.” 

Canada was rampant 
from the get-go. There was 
a more physical element to 
the team’s game, and Ryan 
Getzlaf opened the scoring 
at 2:21, nearly getting 
knocked over by an exuber¬ 
ant Dan Boyle who did all 


the work 
on the play. 

“We were 
not surprised 
about how they 
were going to start,” Alex 
Ovechkin said of the Cana¬ 
dians. “I think we were not 
ready for the first five min¬ 
utes of the game. 

“When we woke up it 
was too late. It was 3-0.” 

An interesting subplot 
heading into the game 
was the matchup between 
Sidney Crosby and 
Ovechkin, but it never ma¬ 
terialized. Neither player 
managed to find the score- 
sheet and Ovechkin’s pres¬ 
ence on the ice was virtu¬ 
ally non-existent — as it 
has been off the ice during 
a tournament where he 
actively avoided doing me¬ 
dia interviews.

The 37-year-old 
long-track speed- 
skater from Glen 
Sutton, Que., was 
third in the 
women’s 5,000 me¬ 
tres at the Vancou¬ 
ver Olympics yester¬ 
day, an event she Clara Hughes 
won four years ago 
in Turin. 

She finished in six min¬ 
utes 55.73 seconds. The 
time stood as a track 
record before it was bro¬ 
ken twice, first by silver 
medallist Stephanie Beck- 
ert of Germany and then 
by gold medallist Martina 
Sablikova of the Czech Re¬ 
public. 

Sablikova won in

The medal is the sixth of 
Hughes’s career, putting 
her in a tie with Win¬ 
nipeg’s Cindy 
Klassen as Cana¬ 
da’s most decorat¬ 
ed Olympian. 

Hughes, who car¬ 
ried the Canadian 
flag into B.C. 

Place at the open¬ 
ing ceremonies, 
said she came in¬ 
to the Games 
thinking physical 
and mental excel¬ 


lence rather than medals 
or owning the podium. 

“I did that in the last 
race of my life on 
ice and it was so en¬ 
joyable,” Hughes 
told CTV. 

“I’m just really 
proud of the 
process I went 
through to bring 
me to this place.” 
Klassen finished 
12th in 7:22.09 at 
the Richmond 
Olympic Oval while Ot¬ 
tawa’s Kristina Groves was 
sixth in 7:04.57. 

“The beginning felt 
pretty good, pretty easy 
and I thought ‘Hmmmm, 
maybe I can hold this for a 
while,”’ said Klassen. “But 
my legs got to me at the 
end there.” 

She’s not sure if it was 
her last Olympic race. 
Having struggled with 
knee problems, Klassen 
has lost a lot of the power 
that propelled her to the 
podium five times in 
Turin. 

“I don’t know. I’ve got 
to think about it once the 
season is over,” she said. 
“We’ll see.” 

Klassen said Hughes has 
been a great teacher. 

“She’s always calm and 
ready to compete,” she 
said. “It will be strange 
not to have her around.”

After much preparation, Canada looks to topple U.S. and capture gold

The gold medallist in 
moguls announced yester¬ 
day he’s donating $25,000 
to the Canadian Association 
of Paediatric Health Centres 
in support of research into 
cerebral palsy. 

For Bilodeau, the dona¬ 
tion is a veiy personal one. 
Frederic was bom with 
cerebral palsy and doctors 
said he would be in a wheel¬ 
chair for life. But Frederic 
has proved them wrong, 
still walking and skiing at 
age 28. He was one of the 
first to greet Alexandre after 
he won gold. 

Bilodeau’s moguls team¬ 
mate Jennifer Heil, who 
won silver in the women’s 
event at the Vancouver 
Winter Games, is also doing 
her part to give back, donat¬ 
ing $25,000 to Because I Am 
A Girl. The foundation 


helps girls in underprivi¬ 
leged countries. 

The 22-year-old Bilodeau, 
who captured Canada’s 
first gold medal on home 
soil Feb. 14, said growing 
up with Frederic taught 
him a lot about keeping 
things in perspective. 

“When I was younger, I 
had to jump in the car and 
get to a school where 
there were so many people 
with cerebral palsy,” said 
Bilodeau. “The only thing 
(the students) could move 
was their head or their 
neck ... but they had a 
smile. They were enjo 5 dng 
life probably more than 
anyone else. And this was 
a big lesson that I 
learned.” 

Heil’s charity is geared to¬ 
ward providing women in 
poorer countries with edu¬ 
cation. The 2006 Oljmipic 
champion said she 
couldn’t have reached the 
Games without plenty of 
help — and she would like 
to provide the same oppor¬ 
tunities to those less fortu¬ 
nate.

Batten down the bathroom

bathroom is a 
place where 
dampness and 
wetness rule. 
Water often 
creeps out underneath or 
around a shower curtain, 
leaving a puddle on the 
floor. Wet footprints leave 
damp marks. The air is 
frequently steamy, leav¬ 
ing moisture on every sur¬ 
face. Damp towels hang 
limply. The vanity count¬ 
er is left awash very 
morning. The resulting 
slow drip-drip every day 
leads to the eventual dete¬ 
rioration of finishes, and 
can affect structural ele¬ 
ments like floors or walls 
if left over time. 

And in a much more 
dramatic fashion, fixtures 
can overflow. A bathroom 
is a place that experiences 
every once in a while that 
most unpleasant of occur¬ 
rences — the flooded toi¬ 
let. The bathtub may also 
overflow, as can the sink 
or any other fixture that 
uses water, leaving you 
with potentially expen¬ 
sive repairs to make. 

Yes, a bathroom must 
be built to handle water, 
like a sea-worthy vessel.

Maintainence 

• Frequently inspect plumb¬ 
ing, and in particular, check 
the supply line to the toilet 
and the base of the toilet for 
signs of dampness or drip¬ 
ping, and take action 
promptly, if needed. Inspect 
the flushing mechanism in 
the tank often, and replace 
parts that have become 
worn. 

• Check plumbing under the 
sink for signs of wetness or 
dripping, and fix any prob¬ 
lems. 

• Be on the lookout for stains 
in ceilings or walls, or musty 
smells. It may indicate leak¬ 
ing from pipes buried behind 
walls. 

• Frequently inspect grout 
and seals for signs of failure, 
such as cracking or chipping, 
and repair potential leak sites 
promptly. 

• Use an effective exhaust 
fan to remove dampness 
from the air. 

• Wipe up puddles promptly, 
and consider wiping or using 
a squeegee to remove excess 
water from shower walls.
